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Changes in Rules 


Following the recent meeting of the Board of Directors at the Springfield Conven- 
tion, the following changes in rules were voted to become effective with the beginning of 


the new official year, October 1, 1947: 


Advanced Registry 
The fee for refiguring Advanced Registry rec- 
ords is raised from $1.00 to $5.00. Records af- 
fected are those for which the owner requests that 
we cut off the first days of the record and add on 
days at the end, or the case of late submission of 
additional data after the record is closed. 


Herd Classification 


(1) The score rating on “Good’ animals 
shall be raised to from 75 but less than 80 in- 
stead of from 70 to less than 80. 


“Fair” animals shall score 65 to less than 75 
points instead of from 60 but less than 70 points. 


“Poor” animals shall score below 65 points 
instead of below 60 points. 


(2) Any cow to be classified “Excellent” 
shall weigh within 90% of the official score card 
weight of 1500 lbs. for a mature cow in working 
condition which would require a minimum weight 
of approximately 1350 lbs. 


(3) In herds offered for reclassification and 
when the average score is requested, the in- 
spector may go over the herd and any animals 
worthy of being improved in rating may be in- 
spected and raised, with the regular fee paid. 

Please note that this privilege applies only 
to the herd on which the average score has been 
requested, which means that all previously classi- 
fied animals have been listed on the application. 


(4) Due to the difficulty which the fieldmen 
have in making last-minute arrangements for 
Herd Classification programs, the Rules Commit- 
tee issued instructions that all applications must 
be filed 60 days before the beginning of a program 
instead of the 30-day limit which we now have. 


RECOGNITION OF SIRES 


Silver Medal Type Sires 
The fee for inspection of daughters in outside 
herds shall be raised from $2.00 to $5.00. 
Silver Medal Production Sires 


The last clause in Rule (a) shall be changed 
from “‘that have completed one or more Advanced 
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Registry or Herd Improvement Registry records”, 
to “that have been tested in Advanced Registry or 
Herd Improvement Registry with records reported 
for 90 days or longer’. The complete rule will 
then read as follows: 


(a) “‘Applications for recognition of certain 
sires as Silver Medal Production Sires shall be 
made on forms furnished by the Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry and shall include the name and 
addtess of owner and name and number of the 
sire and the total number of his daughters that 
have been tested in Advanced Registry or Herd 
Improvement Registry with records reported for 
90 days or longer’’. 


In other words, daughters that have been 
started on test and dropped for any reason, with- 
out completing a record. count against the sire, as 
they will be included in the base figure of the total 
daughters tested. 


Classification of Dams of Canadian Bulls 


The delegates voted to remove the involved 
and complicated special requirements for registry 
of bulls imported from Canada. The new By-law 
provides that bulls imported on hoof or in dam, 
meet the same requirements for registry in our 
Association as is required for registry in Canada. 
The requirement is that the dam be classified 
“Good Plus” or better. There will, of course, be 
demands for classifying cows for registering their 
sons that were bred in Canada. The Board voted 
that the classification of such cows should not be 
subject to the partial classification rule or the 9- 
months rule. If the inspection is made in con- 
nection with a group program, the fee will be 
$10.00 per cow. In case of request for immedi- 
ate inspection, the Association shall charge the 
actual cost of the inspection. 


Progressive Breeders’ Registry 


The Board voted to give a bar for each sub- 
sequent year that an owner has qualified for Pro- 
gressive Breeders’ Registry. These bars may be 


attached to the Progressive Breeders’ Registry 
plaque.

I know we all appreciate to the fullest 
possible extent the opportunity of re- 
turning to this, the cradle of our breed, 
and enjoying the gracious hospitality of 
our New England hosts. It was in 1852 
that the first Holstein cow was purchased 
by Mr. Winthrop Chenery of Belmont, 
Massachusetts. From that day to the 
present, New England has loomed large 
in the affairs of our Association. 

I hope that all of you are going to 
be able to get a copy of the New England 
Holstein Bulletin for May and June of 
this year and read the splendid article 
by our good friend, Thomas E. Elder, 
on “Holstein History, Past and Present,” 
giving a splendid presentation of the 
part that has been played by New Eng- 
land breeders in the advancement and 
development of the Holstein cow. We 
should all have a copy. 

We of the older generation can’t help 
but thing in passing to refer to Frank 
P. Knowles as one of the outstanding 
breeders of the Black-and-White in the 
history of our organization, one of the 
finest gentlemen I have ever met. And 
we also remember the Field Brothers, who 
contributed so greatly to the progress of 
our breed. Fred Field was one of the 
early breeders of our organization to 
pass along the idea of great cow families. 

You could make an entire talk on 
the early New England breeders if you 
wanted to take that much time of the 
convention, but I am going to close 
that part with just referring to these 
two men because they represent the 
type of men who were here early. That 
the early ideals of those who paved the 
way for our breed are being carried on 
and developed to the fullest possible ex- 
tent, you have only to know the ideals 
and accomplishments of the New Eng- 
land Holstein breeders of today. You 
have probably all received the annual re- 
ports of the officers in this Association 
and realize that the past year marks the 
high point in the history of The. Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. 
I won't attempt to go into detail. The 
Teports give the complete pictures of 
accomplishments of the last year. I 
(rust every member and every delegate 
will study these reports and take back 
to the local organizations the informa- 
tion they give, so that all of our breed- 
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ers may have a better understanding of 
the work of our Asseciation. I believe 
that is the way we are going to continue 
to build the Holstein-Friesiam Association, 
by a strong membership. I believe it is 
safe to say that im the past twemty years 
the most outstanding development of 
the Black-and-White cow has beem made 
in our history. Progress was made dur- 
ing the last few years. 


Our testing program, ef course, suf- 
fered during the war and subsequent 
years, but im the face of the many dif- 
ficulties encountered. progress was made 
in this most important activity. 

The idea of Herd Classification has 
developed to a remarkable degree. In 
my opinion, it is having a mest bene- 
ficial and widespread effect on the type 
of our breed. It is fieting, I believe, at 
this point to direct attention to the 
fundamental ideals of Herd’ Classification. 
I wish you might al¥ have attended the 
directors’ meeting the past day and 
heard the discussion on Herd .Classifica- 
tion. What I am going to say now is 
a repetition of a great deal that was said 
there. It is important thing to rec- 
ognize our animals in the higher brack- 
ets of “Good Plus,” “Very Good,” and 
“Excellent.” However, classifying a cow 
“Good Plus” that might under some 
conditions be classed “Very Good,” or 
a cow “Very Good” that under certain 
conditions might be classified ‘Excellent” 
does no real harm to the breed. Breed 
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advancemetit is fiot retarded by errors 
of the kind just referred to. The harm 
comes in the failure to eliminate from 
our records those classifying “Poor” and 
the registry of males of those classifying 
“Fair.” This was the idea upon which 
Herd Classification was founded, and I 
trust it is not too much to hope that 
in future years the sires in our pure- 
bred herds will come from dams classi- 
fying “Good Plus” or higher. 

Another of the ideas was that the in- 
spector would have sufficient time in 
classifying a herd when the work was 
finished to sit down with the owner and 
go over his breeding problems with 
him and point the way to the correctiorm 
of undesirable characteristics in his herd. 

As I have already stated, great prog- 
ress has been made and the next years 
will see greater accomplishment along 
these lines. 

The question of fees is one that you 
are going to discuss and decide at this 
convention. It has always been my be- 
lief that our fees should be high enough 
to cover very largely the cost of services 
rendered to the members of our Associa- 
tion. Testing for production is, in my 
opinion, one of our best extension activi- 
ties and one that we should subsidize 
as far as our financial ability allows. 

The question of fees is most ably dis- 
cussed by Secretary Norton in his report 
and I believe it the obligation of every 
delegate to read at least that portion of 
his report before the time arrives in this 
convention for acting on the question of 
fees. I note in that report he referred to 
a statement of mine made in my address 
at the 1944 convention, and I will make 
it again—that in this discussion of fees 
we realize our great obligation to our 
members, to the small breeders back home 
whose livelihood depends on the main- 
tenance of values of their product and of 
their animals. 

Post war conditions brought about 
situations in the operation of the various 
activities of our organization that call 
for higher expenditures all along the 
line. We must be prepared to render 
to our membership the fullest possible 
service to all of them through all of 
our departments and activities if we are 
to maintain and develop further our 
leadership in the dairy industry. Lean

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The Honor List Owners 1946 


Winterthur Sets New High With 815 Points 


A new high for Honor List scores under the present system 
of computing points was set by Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, 
Del., with 815 points. This system which was adopted by The 
World at the close of the official year 1940 is briefly as fol- 
Jows: 

The base figure in each class is 16624 per cent of AR re- 
qjuirements for that particular division, classification and age 
«lass, one point being allowed for a record equaling the base 
figure and one additional point for each additional 24% per 
cent of AR requirements. Table I at the top of page 29 
shows the base figure and increment in each class. 

Following Winterthur, but not very closely, is U. S. Dairy 
Division, Beltsville, Md., with the excellent score of 569 points. 
These records, of course, include only their registered Holsteins 
and net their other breeds or their cross-breeds. Pabst Farms, 
Inc., Oconomowoc, Wis. is in third place with 335, followed 
by the Cooper Estate with 288. 

Table II shows the first and second place winners in each 
class, with the number of points scored by each. From this 
table it will be seen that the highest scoring individual record 
of the year is that of Winterthur Fobes Posch Wiquais, with 
46 points, a Winterthur-bred cow, developed by the Cooper 
Estate and purchased after the completion of the record by 
Silvis Farms, Inc., Greensburg, Pa., who have recently an- 
nounced another almost equally sensational record on her. 

Table III shows the Honor List owners of the year ar- 
ranged by states, from which we see that there are 156 owners 
on the current Honor List, representing 36 states and the 
District of Columbia. Wisconsin as usual is far in the lead 
with twice as many owners as any other state and more than 
twice as many points as its nearest competitor. 

Table IV shows the complete list of Honor List owners 
of the year with the number of times each owner appears and 
the number of points scored by each.

From the Advanced Registry Report 


By LEO R. BLANDING, Ass’t Supt. of A. R. 


The past year has continued to see 
new high marks set for volume of busi- 
ness in most phases of the Advanced 
Registry department. Advanced Registry 
testing increased again with 2831 records 
completed, the largest number in thir- 
teen years. The Herd Test showed an 
increase of 28% in the number of herds 
over last year which was 25% higher 
than the previous all-time high of the 
year before. Herd ‘Classification totalled 
up to make the largest year in history 
with a 20% increase over a comparable 
period for the year before. Progressive 
Breeders’ Registry continued to grow 
with a 19% increase over an equal period 
for the previous year. The present year, 
which is already well under way, shows 
every indication of surpassing the 1946 
figures in practically every respect. 

Advanced Registry 


The strong market for high record 
cows and their offspring, especially those 
with the higher prestige of Advanced 
Registry supervision was again a contrib- 
uting factor to an increase in this sec- 
tion. During the year ended September 
30, 1946, 227 owners completed records 
on one or more cows in Advanced Reg- 
istry. Of the 2831 records finished, there 
were 798 in the Ten-Months Division 
and 2,033 in the Yearly Division. The 
798 ten-months including cows 
and heifers of all ages and milking fre- 
quency classification averaged 13263 Ibs 
milk, 3.5%, and 467.5 lbs. fat, with an 
average length of 300 days. Each of these 
cows qualified for this division by calv- 
ing again within 14 months of the fresh- 
ening at the beginning of the lactation 


records, 


period. 

The 2,033 yearly records, averaging 
549 days in length, averaged 15301 Ibs. 
milk, 3.6%, and 545.5 Ibs. fat. The av- 


erages in bcth the Ten-Months and Year- 
ly Divisions are well above the average 
production for 1945, even with the con- 
tinued increase in the proportion of 2X 
herds.

Herd Improvement Registry 


Once again the Herd Improvement 
Test has hit an all-time high. For the of- 
ficial year ended September 30, 1946, 
records were closed on 874 herds. This 
is an increase of 193 herds over the 1945 
figure of 681. The growth of this busi- 


ness continues greater. than- ever. As 
these lines are written in April 1947, we 
have 1226 herds on test. 


The 874 herds that completed records 
during the year consisted of 19692 cows. 
The combined average for the cows and 
heifers of all ages in Herd Test for the 
year was 11116 Ibs. milk, 3.53%, and 
391.9 lbs. fat. Even with the larger 
number of cows on test, the average was 
higher in all three respects, milk and fat 
production and butter fat test, than the 
figures of a year ago.

Up through September 30, 1946 there 
have been 60,565 animals classified since 
the beginning of the classification pro- 
gram in 1929. 

Sire Recognition 

On January 1, 1946 new rules for the 
recognition of sires became effective. The 
old Bronze Medal Preferred Sire rating 
was discontinued. The Silver Medal 
Type Sire designation was adopted, re- 
placing the former Silver Medal Prefer- 
red Sire rating. The award is no longer 
based upon the recommendation of the 
inspector but upon the average score of 
daughters with requirements varying de- 
pending upon the percentage of daugh- 
ters classified. A new rating was adopted, 
called the Silver Medal Production Sire. 
The requirements are similar to the old 
production requirements for Gold Medal 
Proven Sires except that the minimum 
number of daughters qualifying was 
raised from 6 to 10 and the butter fat 
minimum raised from 3% to 3.3%, 
with the previous upper limit of 5% re- 
moved. Whenever a sire has qualified 
both as a Silver Medal Type Sire and as 
a Silver Medal Production Sire he is des- 
ignated as a Gold Medal Proven Sire. 
There has been much interest in these 
sire awards owing to the new rules. From 
January 1 through September 30, 1946, 
the close of the official year, 18 sires qual- 
ified for the Silver Medal Type Sire 
rating, 21 for the Silver Medal Produc- 
tion Sire award and 13 received the 
highest of Gold Medal Proven 
Sires. 

Progressive Breeders’ Registry 

Thirty-seven breeders qualified for 
Progressive Breeders’ Registry during the 
official year ended September 30, 1946. 
Twenty of the certificates issued were 
first awards. Five of the breeders quali- 
fied for the second time, five for the third 
time, two for the fourth year, three for 
the fifth, for the seventh and one 
for the eighth. Ionia State Hospital, 
Ionia, Michigan is the only herd in the 
United States that has qualified for this 
highest of awards every year since Pro- 
gressive Breeders’ Registry was institute: 
in 1939. The University of Idaho, Mos 
cow, Idaho has met the rigid require- 
ments seven times. Clyde Hill Farms, 
Clyde, Missouri has qualified for five con- 
secutive years. The other five-year herd 
that received another certificate during 
the past year was owned by George W. 
Chapman & Son, Ontario, New York.

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Victory in Guernsey Milk Case 


In a per curiam decision handed down July 3, the Court 
of Appeals of New York State has reversed the lower courts, 
declared invalid the order granting a special price differential 
to Guernsey milk marketed by the New York State Guernsey 
Breeders Cooperative, Inc., under the Buffalo and Rochester, 
N. Y., market orders, and has remitted the whole matter to 
Commissioner C. Chester DuMond for his own further action. 


In granting this differential originally, Commissioner Du- 
Mond stated that he was doing so at the direction of the 
Appellate Division and not in the free exercise of his own 
discretion; that he agreed fully with the previous action of 
predecessor, Commissioner H. V. Noyes, denying such a dif- 
ferential. 


The Court of Appeals now states that Commissioner Du- 
Mond was in error in his original belief that he was bound 
by a mandate from the Appellate Division to grant such a 
breed differential and that his order is invalid because he did 
not make other findings of fact in regard to it. 

This represented a complete victory for the Holstein and 
other producers who objected to being required to pay a special 
subsidy to a competitor. 

The Wooster Case, in which the action of the Commis- 
sioner was attacked on constitutional grounds, was dismissed, 
as the remitting of the whole matter to the Commission left 
no grounds for complaint. The Wooster action, however, 
“held the line” and contributed importantly to the final out- 
come. 

Commissioner DuMond’s attorneys, in the appearance 
before the Court of Appeals, took the forthright position 
that the original action of the Commissioner in granting this 
differential was in error, and asked that the whole case be 
remitted to him. The Court followed this course exactly, 
and we feel that the Commissioner’s appearance in the case 
made a most helpful contribution to the final outcome. It 
took courage to take that position, and we offer our con- 
gratulations to Commissioner DuMond and his advisors. 

Any further challenge to the Commissioner’s authority 
in the courts by either side would be outrageous, after eight 
years of constant litigation. 


The Cover 


Our cover this week presents one of the well known 
Holstein establishments of Illinois, Athlone Farm, owned by 
T. E. Courtney, DeKalb, Ill. It is, however, not just another 
good farm in an area of good farms. But let Tom Courtney 
tell you the story himself: 

“Our farm is unusual inasmuch as it has been in the 
family from the time that the sod was originally broke as 
prairie. It is pretty well known in this section of the State 
as being one of the farms on which a good many of the 
first things are tried out. 

“To the best of my knowledge, we were the first vac- 
cinated herd in Illinois, having now vaccinated for ten con- 
secutive years. 

“It is one of the first farms to equip with automatic 
ventilation and with a complete installation of electricity con- 
trolled three minute milking. It has for some time done all 
cooling of milk on the farm with electricity. 

“I believe it has one of the first and largest hay drying 
equipment in the State also. Most of these experiments have 
been carried out for the benefit of the large number of dairy 
men in northern Illinois who have done business with the 
Northern Illinois Corporation. At the present time, an ex- 
periment of considerable extent is being carried out with 
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Ranger alfalfa and bromegrass, both as hay and pasture and 
a sixty acre field has for sometime been used for the develop. 
ment of the new Clinton oats.” 

As a guest contributor to the Herdsman’s Corner (WORLD 
June 7) Mr. Courtney described in detail their modern methods 
of hay making at Athlone Farm. In his Holstein breeding 
program, Mr. Courtney has concentrated on the Admirable 
Ormsby Fobes Lines.

Six Month's Summary 


During the first 26 weeks, a total of 100,403 applications 
for registry were filed in the Brattleboro office, an increase of 
16.6% over the record-breaking figures for the first half of 
1946. Transfer applications during the same period totalled

New Sec’y for AJCC 


The American Jersey Cattle Club has announced the ap- 
pointment of Professor Floyd Johnston of Ames, Iowa, as 
Executive Secretary. He will start work in this capacity 
September 1, 1947. 

Floyd Johnston is widely known among all the breeds, 
Born and raised on a Texas dairy farm, he had a broad ex- 
perience with purebred dairy cattle, both in testing and in 
showing, while putting himself through Iowa State College, 
from which he was graduated in 1924. He became field sec- 
retary of the Iowa State Dairymen’s association upon gradua- 
tion and until 1928, since which time he has been in charge 
of dairy husbandry extension at Ames. He has earned recogni- 
tion as one of the outstanding men in this field. His many 
friends in the Holstein industry will join us in extending good 
wishes to him in his new work. We compliment the American 
Jersey Cattle Club directors on a fortunate choice. His succes- 
sor at Ames has not yet been announced. 


Poor Training 

We recently saw a pictorial record of a 4-H Calf Rodeo. 
The plan of distribution was to turn a group of calves loose 
in a ring, releasing about three times as many boys at a given 
signal. The stunt was to capture a calf and force it back cross 
the finish line, when it became the property of the successful 
“cow boy.” At this particular rodeo in a Wisconsin County, 
1800 people paid admission for seats at the show. 

Looking over the pictures (in a Milwaukee paper gravure 
section) we were impressed that this is a poor method of dis 
tributing calves to 4-H Club members. The calves were ob- 
viously subjected to some very rough handling, scared out of 
their wits, dragged by the neck through the dirt, and generally 
mishandled—like wild steers in a rodeo. Certainly it gets 
these future dairymen off to a bad start both in their treatment 
of animals and in the judgment that ought to be developed 
in selecting their project animals. 

We hope this method of calf distribution will not be tried 
out further. It doesn’t belong in the dairy project picture.

George Colvin 
Humphrey, 72, who 
served from 1903 to 
1942 as a member of 
the University of 
Wisconsin’s animal 
and dairy husbandry 
staff, died June 18 
at his home at Luc- 


ington, Mich. He 
was stricken at Ad- 
rian, Mich., where 


he had just deliver- 
ed a talk before a 
Farm Bureau group. 


Professor Humph- 
rey came from Mich- 
igan State college in” 
1903 to head Wis- ; 
consin’s teaching and 
research program in 
animal husbandry. 
He was chairman of 
the department un- 
til 1935, when a sep- 
arate department of dairy husbandry was established. 

Under Humphrey’s leadership Wisconsin paced the nation 
in forming dairy breed associations. For many years he 
offered a traveling trophy for the Wisconsin community accom- 
plishing most in the improvement of livestock. 

He also pioneered in one of the first co-operative dairy 
buying plans, in Ashland and Bayfield counties before the first 
World War. 

In 1933 Humphrey was elected president of the American 
Society of Animal Production. In 1935 his portrait was hung 
in the Agricultural “Hall of Fame” at the Saddle and Sirloin 
Club, Chicago. 

Livestock breeders knew him well through his activities 
with breed associations and in livestock judging. Besides nu- 
merous shows in this country, he judged at the Palermo livestock 
exposition in Argentina in 1922 and at the Hawaii Territorial 
exposition in 1928. 

Humphrey worked with E. B. Hart, now emeritus professor 
of biochemistry, and other prominent early research men in 
the famous single-grain ration studies which are credited with 
laying the ground-work for considerable of the later work in 
human and animal nutrition.

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He also took part in subsequent studies in livestock feed- 
ing and breeding. 

Professor Humphrey helped found the college Triangle 
club, for encouragement of scholarship, public speaking, and 
athletics among agricultural students. 

Phi Upsilon Omicron, the home economics professional 
society, also found a welcome at the Humphrey home. An 
annual home economics Christmas party there was a tradition. 

Professor Humphrey was born at Palmyra, Mich., Feb. 
13, 1875. He was graduated from Michigan State college in 
1901, and served for two years as an instructor in animal hus- 
bandry there. 

He married Eva Doty on June 25, 1902. She died on 
March 21, 1941. Two of their children are living: George D. 
Humphrey, Chicago; and Mrs. O. V. Robinson, Grand Rapids. 
Soon after his retirement, in 1942, he married Madge Herbison, 
who also survives him. 

Since his retirement he has given his attention to the 
Humphrey herd of purebred Jerseys at Ludington. 

Tributes to Prof. Humphrey 

The livestock industry of Wisconsin owes a large debt to 
George C. Humphrey. When he came to this state nearly a 
half century ago purebred livestock were few in number, and 
were exerting only small influence on the agriculture of this 
commonwealth. As leader of the University’s program in live- 
stock management and herd improvement, he had a major role 
in the research, teaching and extension activities which have re- 
sulted in Wisconsin’s becoming widely recognized as the fore- 
most dairy state. 


Few men in the history of Wisconsin had so many pet 
sonal friends among the farm people in every part of the 
state. His friendly and attractive personality endeared him to 
literally thousands of farm families. He was a frequent and 
warmly welcomed guest on the small farms of new settlers in 
Northern Wisconsin, as well as a much appreciated advisor to 
the owners of the state’s largest and finest purebred herds. 
For three decades agricultural students in the University found 
in him a sympathetic and inspiring teacher. 


Always modest and self effacing, George Humphrey took no 
personal credit for the research carried forward by his depatt- 
ment in cooperation with the biochemists who, a quarter cen- 
tury ago, were making their spectacular discoveries in the field 
of animal nutrition, especially as regards the need for certain 
essential substances now known as vitamins. But these bio 
chemists have always insisted that the care and management 
which George Humphrey gave their experimental cattle com 
stituted a critically important part of the cooperative expert 
mental programs. Not only livestock farmers, but all of us

TEXT OF DECISION IN GUERNSEY MILK CASE 
By the New York State Court of Appeals, July 3, 1947 

Per Curiam: The petitioners, having appeared and opposed 
the order sought to be reviewed, were entitled to prosecute a pro- 
ceeding under Article 78 of the Civil Practice Act to review the 
Commissioner’s determination as parties to the record before the 
Commissioner whose property and rights were immediately and 
directly involved. ‘The order was invalid upon its face, the Com- 
missioner having recited that he signed it without finding or de- 
termining the facts upon which his official act was predicated, and 
only because of a belief. quite obviously mistaken, that he had been 
directed sc to do by the Appellate Division. The statute, section 
258-m (6) provides for an equalization of prices “‘so that each 
producer or cooperative association shall receive the same base 
rrice for all milk delivered subject to reasonable differentials for 
quality and location and for services’. In the instant case the only 
cuestions presented relate to quality. The testimony established 
with little if anv question that there is an intrinsic characteristic 
in Guernsey milk which distinguishes it from other milk. The 
intrinsic difference may or may not justify a “‘reasonable differen- 
tial’. In determining what is reasonable under all the circum- 
stances the Commissioner exercises a wide discretion but is to be 
guided by the fundamental purposes of the statute of establishing 
in a great market fair and equitable equalization of prices. The 
Legislature has quite deliberately refrained from prescribing rigid 
rules to control the exercise of this broad discretion, and in Matter 
of New York State Guernsey Breeders’ Co-op. Inc. v. Noyes, 284 
N. Y. 197, we did not intend to bind this discretion by mandatory 
prescriptions regarding the Commissioner’s process of decision but 
in that case found it necessary to remit the matter to the Com- 
missioner because of his failure to make findings upon which he 
oredicated his conclusion that a differential should not be granted 
Without such findings the courts would be unable to determine 
whether or not the statutory mandate had been carried out. 

It may be that confusion has resulted from the statement in the 
opinion in Matter of New York State Guernsey Breeders’ Co-op. 
Inc. v. Noyes, supra, That the Commissioner has “power to grant a 
differential where it is shown that there exists a distinct difference 
in production cost, quality or marketability of milk of one breed of 
cows from that of other breeds’. The correctness of that statement 
cannot be questioned but it does not mean that every such difference 
in production cost necessarily imposes a statutory duty upon the 
Commissioner to grant a differential. On the contrary, that cir- 
eumstance is but one of many elements to be considered in fairly 
end justly determining the eaualization price and differential with 
reference to quality, location and service. It is enough to say at 
this time that the case is remitted to the Commissioner with direc- 
tions to find and state the conclusions of fact upon which he predi- 
cates whatever determination he may make upon a reconsideration 
of the testimony already taken and such other testimony as the 
parties may adduce. 

Orders reversed, with costs, and matter remitted to the Com- 
missioner for further proceedings in accordance with this opinion.

Monthly Farm Guidance Letter for July 


By Albert M. Wolf, Farm Consultant 


Now that the threat of a soft coal 
strike has disappeared with the signing 
of an agreement by the miners and the 
operators, there is little to warrant fur. 
ther talk of even a mild recession jn 
1947, since employment is high and gs 
are payrolls. “Old Man Weather” has 
made it mighty tough for farmers to 
plant their crops in most parts of the 
country this spring, and continued rains 
and floods along the Missouri and _ its 
tributaries in the western part of the 
Corn Belt make the outlook for another 
bumper corn crop very black. As a re 
sult, cash and future prices on grains 
have soared. to all time “tops” taking with 
them beef, hog, dairy, and poultry and 
egg prices. 


Right now Washington is not worry- 
ing about declining prices in farm pro- 
ducts and a recession—but rather is un- 
easy regarding the possibilities of grain 
shortages and soaring prices next fall 
and winter, especially in view of the 
high commitments already made for 
World relief. This combination might 
very easily result in inflationary prices 
and definitely calls for very careful hand- 
ling by the Administration. Right now 
it looks as though farm prices, in the 
main, will hold steady or rise during the 
balance of the summer. 


Grains. The oat crop will be below 
normal due to late planting and con- 
tinued rainy weather during May and 
June. If we have a 75 per cent of nor- 
mal crop we will be very lucky. Oats 
certainly will be high priced this fall. 
The corn crop remains the big question 
mark. Late planting, continued heavy 
rains, and cold weather along with floods 
in Nebraska, Iowa, and Missouri make 
it almost certain that the corn crop 
will be from \% to 1 billion bushels 
short of last year’s crop. These condi- 
tions have resulted in cash corn mount- 
ing to $2.21 in Chicago on July 5th. In 
the meantime July corn futures rose 
steadily, reaching an all-time high of 
$2.0342 on June 26 and continuing to 
set new record highs each day until 
July 7 when an all-time high of $2.17 
was reached based on a private estimate 
of a drop of 606 million bushels in the 
1947 crop from that of last year. On the 
same day Washington announced that in 
view of unfavorable corn crop prospects, 
it was cancelling an allocation 6,740,000 
bushels of corn for export to the food 
shortage areas in July and August and 
allotting instead equivalent quantities of 
wheat, barley, and grain sorghums. As 
a direct result of this announcement the 
price of July corn dropped to $2.13! on 
July 8th and probably will continue at 


about that level for a while at least.

With the Fair Managers 


Things are warming up along the 
show front and the big-time circuits will 
be starting in only a few weeks. Fol- 
lowing are digests of a few recent com- 
munications we have received from the 
fair managers: 

Indiana is preparing for a record en- 
try and they expect their big modern 
cattle barns to be filled to overflowing 
for their show which is strong in beef 
as well as dairy. The show opens Au- 
gust 29 and runs through September 5, 
with Holstein Day September 2. Prof. 
C. S. Rhode of Illinois will judge the 
Holstein classes. 

Entries in the livestock division close 
August 12 and entry blanks may be ob- 
tained by writing Orval C. Pratt, sec- 
retary-manager, Indiana State Fair, State 
Fair Grounds, Indianapolis, Ind. A 
total of $39,592 in premiums will be of- 
fered for all sections of the cattle division. 

Eastern States Exposition, resuming 
this year for its first post war show, held 
as always the third week in September, 
(Sept. 14-20) sends word that the pre- 
mium lists are now being distributed. 
Any interested breeder or exhibitor who 
has not received one should write to 
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General Manager Charles A. Nash, East- 
ern States Exposition, Springfield, Mass. 
A total of over $15,000 in cash awards 
is offered in the various cattle and draft 
horse divisions. 

Holsteins will be judged on Tuesday, 
September 16, by P. B. Misner. This 
has been designated by the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America as a 
regional show and added prize money is 
put up for the State Herd Class. The 
National Association offers $100 and. the 
New England States Holstein-Friesian 
Association $50 for each Holstein State 
Herd entered and shown. 

The Pacific International Livestock 
Exposition at Portland, Oregon, is plan- 
ning to go ahead stronger than ever 
with its 37th annual show being held 
Oct. 3-11. Prof. J. C. Knott, of Wash- 
ington State College, will judge the Hol- 
stein classes and they are scheduled to 
start at 9 A. M. on Tuesday, October 7.

The 1947 National Holstein Show will 
be held at the 35th Dairy Cattle Con- 

ess in Waterloo, Iowa, from Septem- 
ber 29th thru October 5th. The best in 
the Holstein breed will join the top 
animals in the other breeds to form the 
largest collection of quality dairy cattle 
ever assembled at one place. 

Prize money totaling $6,100.00 will be 
taken home by Holstein exhibitors. Of 
this amount, the Holstein-Friesian As 
sociation is contributing $2,200.00. This 
money will go to the champions crowned 
by Judge Clair Miller during the two 
days of judging on October 2nd and 3rd. 
The classification follows recommenda- 
tions made by the Purebred. Dairy Cattle 
Association. 

The popular State Herd class will 
be one of the features of the National 
Holstein Show. Both the _  Hbolstein- 
Friesian Association and the Dairy Cattle 
Congress are contributing $100 to each 
state herd, thus assuring $200 to each 
state herd shown. These herds consist 
of eight animals. The breeders having 
cattle in these herds must have exhibited 
at the district shows within the state 
they represent. Animals from a minimum 
of three district shows must compete in 
the state show. These district and state 
shows must be sponsored by the state 
breed association. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association will 
award a plaque for the winner in the 
class for cows in milk to be judged on 
udder alone. The exhibitor winning 
the most money on animals owned by 
himself will receive a banner, as will 
the exhibitor winning the most on ani- 
mals bred by himself. 

Following the established policy of the 
Dairy Cattle Congress to distribute the 
money well down the line, a minimum 
of ten prizes will be offered in each class. 
In all of the female classes, twelve or 
more moneys will be awarded, while 
prizes down to the 15th place will be 
awarded in the classes for Best Uddered 
Cow and Aged Cow. 

This year’s judge, Clair Miller of 
Medina, Ohio, has done extensive classi- 
fication work in the Holstein breed. He 
has been a popular judge at many state 
fairs. 

The visitors at this year’s Dairy Cattle 
Congress will find that some major chang- 
es have taken place. A new, modern 
steel and concrete Exhibition Hall is be- 
ing constructed to house the Midwest 
Industrial Exposition. This 200 by 340 
foot structure contains 332 units of ex- 
hibition space, where the lastest and finest 
equipment for home and farm will be 
on display. 

Cattle exhibitors will also find even 
more space available to accommodate en- 
tries this year. A new barn is being 
added to the present battery of eight 
modern dairy barns. It is 84 by 180 feet 
mM size.

Mill feed prices generally 
have risen as a result of the sky-rocketing 
of grains, which is but natural. Soybean 
and linseed oil meal averaged a little 
higher, while cottonseed oil meal was up 
substantially. The greatest rise in corn 
mill feeds took place in hominy feed. 
Bran was quoted at $57 in Minneapolis 
on June 28 and meat scraps were slightly 
higher at $97.50 Chicago, on the same 
day. The reaction that mill feed prices 
will make as a result of the halt in the 
rise of grain prices has not as yet taken 
form, but it seems most probable that 
they too will react downward. Buy only 
for current demands at present, lower 
prices seem to be in the offing. 


Milk and Dairy Products. While fluid 
milk consumption was down about 10 
per cent for May for the entire country, 
the production of butter was at a 23 
year low for May. This clearly indi- 
cates that butter manufacture can readily 
take up the slack in fluid milk consump- 
tion. The present high prices of meat 
are bound to increase the demand for 
butter and cheese, and since storage sup- 
plies, except for cheese, are low, there 
is little chance of the prices of dairy pro- 
ducts dropping much below present lev- 
els, unless crop conditions should sudden- 
ly improve. Butter dealers are starting 
to store butter for next winter since they 
felt that nothing would be gained by 
waiting for lower prices. Fluid milk 
prices have remained much steadier than 
had been anticipated, about 85% of the 
major markets showing prices unchanged 
from last month. The Department of 
Agriculture on June 11 announced that 
the producer price of Class 1-A (fluid) 
milk for the New York area for July had 
been raised 44 cents over the May and 
June price. The higher price for July 
was viewed as necessary in order to main- 
tain adequate milk production after the 
close of the spring flush production pe- 
riod. In the face of these facts it ap- 
pears that the drop in milk prices to 
the farmers had been halted, for a 
time at least. The U. S. D. A. reports 
that the average price received by farm- 
ers for all milk sold at wholesale during 
the first quarter of 1947 was $4.51 per 
cwt., or 51 cents above the average price 
plus subsidy received last year. This is 
the highest first quarter price ever re- 
ceived by farmers. While prices are 
down for the second quarter they will 
still be very profitable for those having 
high producing herds and who feed ef- 
ficiently 

Beef Cattle. During the last two 
weeks of May and the first weeks of 
June a sharp upturn occurred in beef 
cattle prices. On June 10 top beef prices 
were $28 while by Monday, June 16 
they had risen to $30 for a few choice 
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joads with other loads bringing $29.25. 
For several days the top hung at or 
near $30. Then the resistance of re- 
tailers and housewives again developed, 
and prices on choice steer dropped a 
dollar or more in a fluctuating market 
while on June 27 a top of $29.25 was 
paid for top steers and this price general- 
ly prevailed until July 8 when choice were 
forced over the $30 mark for the first 
time in six months. With grain prices 
dropping on the same day we do not 
look for further material increases in 
choice steer prices at present. The fact 
that increasing numbers of grass fattened 
cattle appeared on the markets during 
the first week of July will be a further de- 
terrent to higher prices for corn-feeds. 
The best advice under present conditions 
is to continue ‘short-time feeding opera- 
tions and to watch the market trends care- 
fully as soon as your cattle are near to 
market finish. 


Hogs. The top prices paid for choice 
260 pound hogs in the Chicago market 
on June 3 was $24 while on June 16 
they had risen to $25.60. A down trend 
then set in and on June 26 top hog price 
was $25.25 and on July 5 $24.75 was the 
top. On July 8, due to rising beef prices 
hog bounded back to $25.50. On July 5 
hogs had slipped to the lowest average 
price since the price ceiling was lifted 
in October, largely due to the fact that 
a high percentage of comparatively low- 
priced sows pulled the average drove 
price down. The spread between the 
average cost of $20 and the top of $24.75 
was the widest of the year. Keep your 
spring pigs growing rapidly during the 
hot summer weather by providing plenty 
of shade, cool fresh water, good legume 
pasture, and a top quality protein and 
mineral supplement along with your corn 
and thereby make 5 to 514 bushels of 
corn do the work of 12 as needed to make 
100 pounds of pork when corn only is 
fed. Corn is too high priced to waste 
in unbalanced feeding. 

Lambs. Top prices for choice lambs 
at the end of June were at or near the 
$23.50 or practically the same as prevailed 
on May 3rd. By June 26 choice native 
lambs had risen to $25.00, but by July 8 
they had dropped to a top of $24.50. 
Lack of demand was given as the reason 
for lamb prices not following the up- 
ward trend of beef. 

Wool. On March 31, 1947, the U. S. 
Government owned more than 412 mil- 
lion pounds of wool at a purchase price 
of nearly 218 million dollars with annual 
carrying charges of about 7 million. The 
wool program has already cost us some 
38 million dollars and no one knows how 
much more this Administration “wool 
gathering” will cost the Nation. If this 
wool is eventually sold in competition 
with foreign wool the loss might easily 
be 41 million more, which the taxpayers, 
of course, will have to pay, or if the 
price is held up so that the Government 
does not lose, then the consumers will 
pay the bill in higher prices for clothes. 
Either way, the public pays the bill. 
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Thus clearly demonstrating the futility 
of trying to maintain a false economy 
and subsidizing certain groups at the 
expense of all. 

The answer to the wool problem lies 
not in the halls of Congress, but rather 
in the laps of the sheep raisers. They 
must market their wool on a quality 
basis which requires that breeding stock 
must be improved in quality and better 
feeding methods must be used. 

Poultry and Eggs. Average egg prices 
received by farmers continued high dur- 
ing May and June at 40.7 cents per 
dozen. The demand for egg seems to 
be holding up because of high meat 
prices. This will mean fewer eggs going 
into cold storage which on April 10, 1947 
stood at 56,098 cases as compared with 


970632 cases a year previous. In the 
face of these facts and the continued high 
prices in grains and red meats, the out- 
look for poultry meats and eggs is very 
bright for the remainder of the year. 
Feed your pullets well while on range 
and get them into the laying house with- 
in 5% to 6 months so as to cash in on 
early eggs. 

The high meat prices are favorable to 
broiler production. Prices on_ broilers 
have increased steadily since February, 
but have remained considerably below 
those of red meats. This is a healthy 
condition, and if you have the space it 
might be profitable to raise a brood of 
broilers. The average price received by 
farmers in mid-May was 27.9 cents per 
pound as compared with 25.3 cents a

Acetonemia, or ketosis, is an ailment of 
dairy cattle that has only recently rec- 
ognized as being of widespread import- 
ance. 


The citation also mentioned his re- 
search studies of milk secretion, the prac- 
tical application of which has enabled 
dairymen to reduce the milking time for 
their herds. This has been brought 
about by the better understanding of 
conditions which stimulate milk secretion, 
and many .dairymen find that it results 
in increased production. 

A native of Perry, lowa, Shaw attended 
high school at Rippey, Iowa, and grad- 
uated from Iowa State College in 1930. 
He received a Master of Science degree 
from Montana State College in 1933 and 
a Doctor of Philosophy degree from the 
University of Minnesota in 1938. Most 
of his studies were in the fields of dairy 
husbandry and agricultural biochemistry. 

He served on the staff of the Dairy 
Department of the University of Min- 
nesota from 1937 to 1940, and on the 
staff of the Dairy Industry Department 
at the University of Connecticut from 
1942 to 1945. He joined the Department 
of Dairy Husbandry at the University of 
Maryland in December 1945. He is a 
member of the honorary fraternities, Phi 
Kappa Phi, Sigma Xi, and Alpha Zeta. 
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The Borden Awards are administered 
by the American Dairy Science Associa- 
tion and have been given annually since 
1936. One is given each year to a per- 
son who has contributed to the field of 
dairy production and one to a person in 
the field of dairy manufacturing. The 
recipient of the other 1947 award was 
C. D. Dahle, Professor of Dairy Industry 
at Pennsylvania State College.

Beauty is Only Skin Deep 


By Edw. A. Wolfe 


One of the outstanding features of the 
Seventh District (Nebraska) Black and 
White Show held at North Platte on 
April 27 was the showing of three cows 
owned by the University of Nebraska 
North Platte Sub-station. These cows 
were unique in that each of them had 
produced more than 100,000 pounds of 
milk up to that date, and showed every 
indication of continuing their good work 
indefinitely. 


These three cows were entered in the 
mature age class. It would be nice if 
it could be said that at least one of them 
had received a winning ribbon, but such 
was not the case and rightly so. Their 
years of hard work was plainly evidenced. 
Their movements were slow and ungainly; 
their bodies had lost the bloom of youth; 
and their udders although perfectly sound 
were no longer tucked neatly in~ place 
the way we see them on prize winners. 
Although they won no prizes at this 
show, no one had reason to be discour- 
aged. As Judge A. C. Thompson explain- 
ed to the audience, “Although I cannot 
award a prize to any of these three cows, 
I find it very difficult to be critical of a 
cow that has produced 100,000 pounds of 
milk and is capable of producing more.” 

Nine other cows from the Substation 
herd have produced from 101,299 to 187,- 
456 pounds of milk during their life- 
time of production and if all goes well, 
within a few weeks two more will join 
the 100,000 pound club. 

Although there were many winners of 
ribbons, Junior, Senior, and Grand Cham- 
pions, these three old cows were the 
highlight of the show. 

But, there are other ways to look at 


pounds. For instance, the city of North 
Platte has a population of approximately 
17,000 people. The combined produc- 
tion of these three cows would provide a 
pint of milk daily to each person in 
North Platte for a period of 20 days. 

Or, on the same basis, NP Topsy Orms- 
by Triune alone has produced enough to 
supply a family of four for a period of 
nearly 90 years. 

Or, from the standpoint of nutritive 





value, these three cows have produced 
the equivalent of 139,730 pounds of steak. 

Or, on the basis of 15 cents per quart, 
the production of these three cows would 
have a value of well over $25,000. 

It seems obvious that these cows stil] 
believe in the principle long forgotten by 
the race of man—‘Everyone should do 
their best. No one can do more; no 
one should do less.” 

As was pointed out, these cows won 
no prizes in the Black and White Show 
on April 27, or at any other show. But 
after all, beauty is only skin deep.

years may come and now is the time to 
prepare for those years, so that if and 
when they do come, our advertising, our 
field and promotional work may be in- 
creased rather than curtailed. These are 
obligations we owe to the men and wom- 
en who have chosen us to represent 
them. We will face legislative prob- 
lems, both state and national, which 
must be met by the dairy industry, and 
we must be prepared to take an active 
part in meeting these measures as they 
arise. We have a very definite respon- 
sibility there. 

I am not going into detail on the 
problems we are facing, but in the next 
year or six months we are going to have 
to meet particularly a crisis that will 
vitally affect every breeder of Black-and- 
White cattle in America. I was hoping 
that I was going to be able to speak to 
all of you but it was demanded that I 
be in Washington on Monday, Tuesday, 
and Wednesday. It is an obligation of 
those of us who represent or membership 
to do everything in or power to see that 
their interests are protected. 

A most determined drive is on to re- 
move all control legislation, both state 
and national, over the sale and manu- 
facture of oleomargarine. I wish it were 
possible to bring home to every consumer 
that the ten-cent tax on colored oleo- 
margarine is just as much their con- 
cern in protecting them from fraud as it 
is of the dairy industry. Personally, I 
believe that the dairy industry should 
say to the manufacturers of oleomargar- 
ine that we will go along with them in 
removal of all licensing and taxes on 
their product, save the one-fourth of a 
cent per pound on uncolored oleomar- 
garine needed to properly supervise the 
sale and manufacture, provided that 
no attempt or provision be made to 
color that product in imitation of butter. 
The penalties for coloring this product 
yellow should be made so high and so 
certain as to completely discourage and 
prevent any attempt of the kind being 
made. They have all colors of the rain- 
bow to choose from other than yellow, 
which has come down through the ages 
as belonging to butter. 

The livestock industry of America faces 
another danger which should not be 
minimized—the danger of an outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease. The present 
outbreak in Mexico shows how comple- 
tely justified is the opposition of the 
livestock industry of the United States 
to importation of frozen carcasses and 
animals from countries in which foot- 
and-mouth disease exists. Or Association 
must use all of its influence to see 
that these embargoes are maintained and 
fvery possible precaution taken to _pre- 
vent the entrance into our country of this 
dread disease. I wish I had time to 
80 into the story of the Mexican out- 
break of 1912, but I fear that would take 
too much time.

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Another of the problems confronting 
the dairy industry is the development of 
markets of the greatly expanded pro- 


duction of dried milk solids. Prior to 
the war we had a plant capacity of 
around 500 million pounds per year. 
That capacity today is estimated at a 
billion and a half, and this is a challenge 
to the industry to develop outlets that 
would return to the dairy farmer a profit- 
able return for this product. 

Some of us are concerned with the 
fact that our milk production has in- 
creased from about 109 billion pounds 
in 1940 to 119 billion pounds in 1946, 
or roughly 10 billion pounds more than

it was in 1940. They forget that dur- 
ing that same period, our population 
has increased by nearly 11 million per- 
sons. Some forget, too, that an apprecia- 
tion of milk and. its products in the 
human diet has developed enormously 
during the war years and that it is up to 
the industry, through proper publicity 
and advertising, to enlarge and develop 
the demand for its products. 

I cannot refrain from mentioning the 
work of the National Dairy Council and 
the American Dairy Association. The 
American Dairy Association is doing a 
splendid work and today some 30 odd 
states are contributing funds for nation-

An industry such 
as the dairy industry ought to be spené. 
ing in national advertising several times 
that amount if we are to develop and 
maintain volume and prices for our pro 
duct sufficient to return to the producer 
we represent a high enough price to en- 
courage him to maintain his production 
and develop his herd. 


Always remember this—that when 
prices of products decline, prices of 
cattle invariably follow. I believe the 
industry as a whole is aware of the situa 
tion and aware of its needs but perhaps 
does not realize the amounts needed 
properly maintain and develop our mark 
ets. It is my belief that the outlook for 
dairy products in the immediate future 
is excellent. Our storage stocks of butter 
are low. Cream for storage purposes for 
next fall’s short periods is difficult to ob 
tain. Consumption of fluid milk and 
ice cream is high. New products and 
new outlets are developing. In Mexico 
City a plant opened the past winter for 
reconstituting and bottling dried whole 
milk for the people of Mexico City. 
This plant has the capacity of about 
200,000 pounds of whole milk per day. 
My information is that another of simi 
lar size is in the immediate offing there. 
A company is being formed in Central 
America to construct plants of this kind 
in the large consuming centers of South 
America. Last year about 20 million 
pounds of dried whole milk were & 
ported to the little country of Venezuel 
in South America, and the industry & 
pects that to reach a total this year o 
25 million pounds. In tropical countrié 
and subtropical contries we have potet 
tial markets for dried whole milk and 
dry solids-not-fats, as well as in other 
countries not producing sufficient mil 
solids for their needs. Just last wet

ers in Minnesota who is shipping dried 
ice cream mix to Alaska, Mexico, and 
venezuela. The lack of sugar has, of 
course, held back development of the 
dried ice cream mix industry. It was 
most interesting to ‘me to note that in 
the recent Byrd Antarctic expedition 
the first group of ships to leave for the 
Antarctic, besides the thousands of 

unds of butter they carried, had suf- 
fcient dried ice cream mix to make 
8,000 gallons of ice cream. While 8,000 
gallons of ice cream is a small amount, 
indeed, its inclusion in the supplies of 
an Antarctic expedition shows the trend 
and the possibilities of development of 
products of the kind. 


The markets are to be had. The in- 
dustry’s problem is to reach them, de- 
velop them, and educate them to pay a 
price which, as I have said before, will 
return to the dairy farmer a profitable 
price for his product. Give them all 
you have and we will not have enough 
cows to supply the demand. Producing 
the great bulk of these products will 
be done by Black-and-White cows, and 
again it is the obligation of our Associa- 
tion through testing, classification, re- 
cognition of great sires and great cow 
families to further increase our efficency 
in production. It is our obligation as 
representatives of the breeders back home 
to put forth our best efforts in deciding 
ways and means by which the activities 
and problems I have referred to can best 
be met. Therefore, I again urge that 
every delegate carefully study the re- 
ports of our officers and the recommenda- 
tions of your directors before making 
your definite decisions on what is best 
for the Association. Let us try to judge 
the future by the past. History almost 
invariably repeats itself. That being 
true, let us not overlook the present op- 
portunity and prepare for every conting- 
ency that can possibly be foreseen that 
will aid in rendering the greatest pos- 
sible service to those we represent and to 
the industry as a whole. Thank you.

MILK PRICING IN CALIFORNIA 
California Senate Requests Investigation 
of Methods of Establishing Milk Price 
Upon Solids-not-fat as Well as Fat and 

Report Back to Legislature 

Senate Resolution No. 74 by Senators 
Hatfield and Crittenden, introduced and 
adopted by the Senate April 16, requests 
an investigation by the Director of Agri- 
culture of the methods used in establish- 
ing minimum prices for fluid milk, and 
particularly methods based upon solids. 
not-fat as well as milk fat and, if he de 
termines that some method other than 
the one now in effect is more just and 
equitable, to take such steps as may be 
necesary to put such other method into 
operation in the several marketing areas 
within the state; also report his findings 
to the Legislature within five days after 
the convening of the 1948 Legislature. 

The resolution is as follows: 

Senate Resolution No. 74 


‘Relative to the prices of fluid milk and 


fluid cream 
WHEREAS, The Agriculture Code pro- 
vides that the Director of Agriculture 
shall prescribe or provide methods for 
prescribing the minimum prices to be 
paid by distributors of fluid milk and 
fluid cream to the producers thereof in 
such parts of the State as are or may be 
designated as marketing areas; and 
WHEREAS, The method of payment pre- 
scribed for fluid milk has been based 
solely upon the milk fat content thereof, 
with no consideration as to solids-not-fat 
content thereof; and 
WHEREAS, It has been represented to 
the Senate Standing Committee on Agri- 
culture that the milk produced from cer- 
tain breeds of dairy cattle, particularly 
the Holstein-Friesian, is relatively low in 
milk-fat but relatively high in solids- 
not-fat, and that the method of payment 
prescribed disregards the values of the 
milk attributable to the  solids-not-fat; 
and 
WHEREAS, It has been represented to 
said committee that establishing the 
price of fluid milk solely on a milk-fat 
basis results in discriminating against 
the producers with cattle producing low 
milk-fat milk in that they receive no 
compensation for, and in effect make the 
distributors a gift of, the additional 
values attributable to the solids-not-fat, 
which then can be used and sold by the 
distributors in a variety of forms with a 
definite cash value; and 


WHEREAS, It has been represented to 
said committee that in the great major- 
ity of the marketing areas within the 
United States the prices for fluid milk 
are based upon a method which gives 
consideration to all of the values in such 
milk and that such method is the only 
fair and cquitable method for fixing 
such prices; and 

WHEREAS, It has been represented to 
said committee the Legislature of this 
State for years has prescribed by law the 
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minimum milk fat requirements for fluid 
milk, thereby indicating that the con- 
suming public desire that milk be rela- 
tively rich in milk-fat and encouraging 
milk producers to use the breeds of dairy 
cattle producing milk with a high milk- 
fat content; and 

WHEREAS, It was further represented to 
said committee that the dairy industry is 
of vital importance to the State and that 
the basic price of fluid milk affects not 
only that product but a great number of 
other dairy products; and 

WHEREAS, It is apparent that the prob- 
lem is extremely complex and is one 
that requires study and research in order 
to understand all of the relevant factors 
required to be considered; and 
WHEREAS, The method now in effect in 
California is determined by the Director 
of Agriculture and no legislation is re- 
quired to authorize him to adopt a new 
method if it is desirable to do so; now, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Senate of the State of 
California, That the Director of Agri- 
culture is hereby requested to make an 
investigation of the methods of establish- 
ing minimum prices for fluid milk, and 
particularly methods based upon solids- 
not-fat as well as milk-fat, and, if he de- 
termines that some method other than 
the one now in effect is more just and 
equitable to take such steps as may be 
necessary to put such other method into 
operation in the several marketing areas 
within this State; and be it further 
Resolved, That the College of Agricul- 
ture of the University of California 
through the reasearch department of 
said college is requested to cooperate 
with and assist the Director of Agricul- 
ture in his investigations and_ studies 
pursuant to this resolution; and be it 
further 

Resolved, ‘That the Director of Agricul- 
ture is requested to report to the Senate 
within five days after the convening of 
the 1948 regular session of the Legisla- 
ture as to his activities pursuant to this 
resolution and the results thereof; and 
be it further 

Resolved, [hat the Secretary of the Sen- 
ate is directed to transmit a copy of this 
resolution to the Director of Agriculture 
of the State of California, the President 
of the University of California, and the 
Dean of the College of Agriculture of the 
University of California.

Clyde Hill Farms, Clyde, Mo., has an average of 
16245 lbs. of milk. 3.6%, and 590.4 lbs. of fat on 39 cows 
in classitication 3X. This tops their performance in § 
years of Herd Test in which the production has exceeded 
500 Ibs. of fat and 14,000 Ibs, of milk 4 different years 
with an average test of 3.¢% and 3.7%. All 6 years have 
been over 479 lbs. of fat and 13690 lbs, of milk.

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Maryland Annual Banquet

On May 20, at 6:45 P. M. the Mary- 
land Holstein-Friesian Association held 
its Annual Spring Banquet at the Fran- 
cis Scott Key Hotel in Frederick. More 
than 175 enthusiasts of the Holstein 
breed were present on this occasion. Dur- 
ing the dinner hour music and entertain- 
ment were furnished by the Rivers Cham- 
bers Quartet of Baltimore. 

After dinner the guests were officially 
welcomed by R. N. Wills, the newly elect- 
ed president of the Association. Mr. 
Wills introduced a number of guests and 
the audience was then favored with a vo- 
cal solo by Miss Joyce Remsberg. Miss 
Remsberg, an outstanding 4-H Club mem- 
ber and a very talented soprano, sang 
“Only Make Believe.” 

The 1946 activities report, as presented 
by H. C. Barker the Association Secretary, 
was complete in every detail. He related 
the things which had been done during 
1946, called attention to the 1947 pro- 
gram, and asked that each and every 
breeder pledge his or her full support in 
helping to carry it to a successful conclu- 
sion. 

Mr. Floyd J. Arnold, Extension Dairy- 
man from the University of Maryland, 
was on hand to report on production test- 
ing and to present the awards. He stat- 
ed that more than 100 Maryland Holstein 
breeders have their herds on test in Dairy 
Herd Improvement Associations. In ad- 
dition to DHIA testing, there has been 
steady growth in the number of breeders 
doing official testing. During 1946 there 
were 24 herds with 940 cows doing HIR 
work and 5 herds with 87 cows doing AR 
testing. 

To encourage production testing the 


Maryland Holstein-Friesian Association 
awards three trophies annually.

Of the 98 herds reported in the April 
HIR News letter, 5 were tested in classi- 
fication 3X, 84 in classification 2X, and 
9 of mixed classification. 

High herd is owned by Gerald W. Heil, 
E. Nido, California, with the average of 
13043 Ibs. milk, 3.4%, and 604.9 Ibs. fat 
on 22 cows in classification 2X. This is 
a new high mark for herds in the 16 to 
30-cow group in classification 2X, beating 
Mr. Heil’s own record of 1944 when the 
9-cow herd averaged 16852 lbs. milk, 
3.3%, and 551 Ibs fat. All four years 
that this herd has been in the Herd Test, 
average production has exceeded 500 Ibs. 
fat and 16000 lbs. milk. 

In second place is T. H. Blosser, Gosh. 
en, Indiana, with an average of 14383 lbs. 
milk, 4.1%, and 596.1 Ibs. fat on 5 cows 
in classification 2X. This herd has also 
been in Herd Test four years, all over 450 
lbs fat and 11000 Ibs. milk, with test, 
from 3.9% to 4.3%. 

Clyde Hill Farms, Clyde, Missouri has 
an average Of 16245 lbs. milk, 3.6% and 
590.4 lbs fat on 39 cows in classification 
3X. This tops their performance in six 
years of Herd Test in which the produc- 
tion has exceeded 500 Ibs. fat and 14000 
lbs. milk four different years with an 
average test of 3.6% and 3.7%.

VITAMIN “‘A” IN HAY LOST DURING 
WINTER STORAGE 

A. gradual deterioration in the vitamin 
A value of stored hay dying winter 
months was described by a Wyoming 
state experiment station worker. 

H. §. Willard, Wyoming station dairy 
husbandman, reported that no matter 
how well hay has been stored or cured, 
it gradually loses its vitamin A value over 
a period of time. 

Reporting on station studies, he said 
that freshly cut moisture-free alfalfa had 
been found to contain as much as 300 
micrograms of vitamin A per gram, 
while moisture-free alfalfa hay late in 
the winter contained only 7.2 micrograms 
per gram. 

The dairy specialist referred to the ef- 
fect of this drop in vitamin A values on 
roughages for dairy cattle and said that 
it is reflected in a decline in vitamin A 
values of butter during fall and winter 
months. 

Willard recommended more care in 
curing and storage of hay. He said that 
an easy way to get more vitamin A in 
dairy herd roughages is through care- 
ful handling to preserve the green color 
of the hay.

FOOT AND MOUTH REPORT 


Reports from the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry on the progress being made in 
fighting the foot and mouth disease out- 
break in Mexico indicate some optimism 
on the part of officials. The procedures 
used are necessarily somewhat different 
from those employed in previous out- 
breaks of this disease in the United States. 
Due to the fact that the disease became 
quite wide-spread in the main zone be- 
fore adequate quarantine measures were 
adopted, they have attempted to seal off 
that area by establishing rigid quarantine 
lines around this main zone, but with an 
attempt being made to salvage as much 
from the livestock population as possible 
in the main quarantine area, as strict ad- 
herence to the slaughter-and-burial pro- 
gram would result in a serious disrup- 
tion of the economy of the country. 
Movement of cattle, however, is strictly 
controlled and for immediate slaughter 
only. The plan is to eliminate the infec- 
tion in the smaller outlying areas and 
then gradually to eradicate the disease in 
the main zone. It may be a long process. 
Work cattle slaughtered are being re- 
placed by mules purchased in United 
States. Every effort is being made to 
speed up the work.
